First Appeared Yesterday. 

Snyder's first appearance be- 
fore the jury was yesterday aft- 
ernoon, when he testified for 
about two hours. On leaying he 
appeared serious and hurried 
through a corridor, ignoring 
newspaper men, taken Dy sur- 
prise by his speedy departure, 

Foley, who has shared a hotel 
suite with his former boss since 
their arrival here Tuesday night, 
is now practicing law in Wash- 
ington, Snyder, who was a 
banker when President Truman 
named him to a Cabinet post, 
is executive vice president of 
the Overland Corp., Toledo, O. 

Asked if he had any state- 
ment, he replied, “None,” and 
continued on his way. Snyder 
is the highest official in Presi-

Displays No Emotion. 


The defendant displayed no 
emotion, standing stern-faced, as 
the verdict was read. His mother, 
Mrs. Charles Laster, Oskaloosa, 
Kan., broke into tears, and was 
assisted from the courtroom. 
“Tm not guilty, I'm getting 
a ‘bum rap,” right into the gas 
chamber,” Laster told reporters. 
His father also declared, “He 
didn’t do it. I know he didn’t.” 
The elder Laster added that 
the state “wanted to make an 
example of my son for the other 
prisoners.”

This became known yesterday 
as the United States Senate 
opened debate on a resolution 
authorizing President Eisenhow- 
er to use force if necessary to 
defend Formosa and the Pesca- 
dores. 

The assurances were obtained 
on a visit to Chiang’s headquar- 
ters on Formosa by Walter S. 
Robertson, Assistant Secretary 
of State for Far Eastern affairs. 

(In Formosa, an official Chi- 
nese government spokesman, 
Wu Nan-ju, gave this written 
reply to an Associated Press 
question: 

(“When Mr. Robertson was 
here he had a broad exchange 
of views with the Chinese gov- 
ernment on matters of mutual 
interest, but no concrete agree- 
ment,was reached."

France Protests to Indo- 
china Armistice Com-j 
mission Over Incident 
in Viet Nam. 


SAIGON, Indochina, Jan. 27 
(UP)—France formally protested 
to the International Armistice 
Commission in Hanoi today that 
Communist troops massacred 
Roman Catholics with machine 
guns in the Llumi area of north- 
ern Annam two weeks ago. . 

The protest was based on re- 
= of refugees who managed 
to escape from the area. to 
Haiphong,;last French-held city 
in northern Viet Nam. 

The refugees said 16 Catholics 
were killed outright, two were 
buried alive, many were 
wounded and 180 were dragged 
off to Communist prison camps 
during the incident. 

The report said the trouble 
started Jan. 9 when two Cath- 
olic peasants informed Commu- 
nist Vietminh authorities that 
3000 persons near Liumi wanted 
to move south under terms of 
the Geneva armistice agreement. 

The two emissaries were ar- 
rested and Vietminh troops sur- 
rounded the village the night of 
Jan. 12-13, machine-gunned the 
guards and subdued the other 
villagers. 

The refugees said 16 persons 
were killed in the battle in 
which automatic weapons were 
used against peasants armed 
with stones and sticks. Two of 
the wounded were dumped into 
a common grave with the dead 
and buried alive, 

‘The incident occurred less 
than a week after a battle be- 
tween the Vietminh army and 
Catholics at Balang in which at 
least 60-of the would-be refu- 
gees were reported killed.

Salaries.

JEFFERSON CITY, Jan. 27— 
Bills to increase the staff of Cir- 
cuit Attorney Edward L, Dowd 
of St. Louis and provide salary 
rises for him and his staff were 
introduced in the House today 
by Representative Eugene P. 
Walsh (Dem.), and other mem- 
bers of the St. Louis delegation. 

One of the measures would 
authorize three additional assist- 
ant circuit attorneys for the of- 
fice, including a chief trial as+ 
sistant. In addition, three inves- 
tigators and three more clerks 
would be authorized. — 

The bill also would provide 
salary increases for all employes 
in the office. They would range 
from $400 to $2000 a year. 

A companion measure would 
increase Dowd’s salary from 
$10,000 to $14,000 a year. 

A bill to increase the salary of 
St. Louis Recorder of Deeds 
Anthony J, Denny from $6000 to 
$10,000 annually, and to require 
him to microfilm marriage li- 
censes and marriage health re- 
ports, was perfected today by 
the Senate and is now ready for 
passage next week. 

Members of the city’s Board of

LONDON, Jan! 27 (AP)— 
Britain and France have served 
at they will push for- 
ward Allied plans to rearm West 
Germany regardless of Russia’s 
threats to scrap its 20-year mu- 
tual aid pacts with the two west- 
ern powers. 


The British and French gov- 
ernments made public today the 
texts of notes their envoys de- 
liyered in Moscow te aad to 
Soviet Foreign minister V. M. 
Molotov. They replied ‘to Rus- 
sia’s notes last month warning 
that it would canéel mufual aid 
treaties signed with the two na- 
tions in World War’ II if the 
Paris accords to rearm West 
Germany in the North Atlantic 
Treaty Organization were rati- 
fied, 


Both denied that the Paris 
agreements violated their obliga- 
tions under the Soviet mutual 
aid treaties. 

, The British note said the west- 

plans were “purely defen- 

sive” to counter the weight of 

Soviet armed strength and ac- 

cused Russia of blocking Ger- 

man reunification. 
Britain Replies. 

Britain, in denying the Soviet 
assertion that participation in 
the Paris agreements was con- 
trary to British obligations under 
the British-Soviet treaty, de- 
plored Moscow’s “declared inten- 
tion of using this pretext to an- 
nul” the mutual defense treaty, 

adding: 

“Her Majesty’s Government 
cannot allow themselves to be 
deflected by any threats frem 
their chosen course. They are 
convinced that the association 
of like-minded nations which is 
being built up in western Eu- 
rope will serve the promotion 
of European security and con- 
tribute to the cause of peace.” 

France charged the Russians 
themselves with violating the 
mutual aid treaty on “several 
occasions” and warned the 
Kremlin it “must assume entire 
responsibility for the denuncia- 
tion of the French-Soviet pact.” 

“The French Government, for 
its part, can only: reaffirm that 
such & step would not be of a 
kind to favor the (international) 
understanding sought by all peo- 
ples,” the note said. 

Britain’s Parliament already 
has approved the Paris accords.

Queen Elizabeth’s signature. The

The international situation in the Far East is 
so delicate that this is just about the worst 
atthees time for the report of Jenner's 
subcommittee on the ‘so-cal “denial” of & 
military victory in Korea. Just the same the 
Indiana Republican’s report is new released and 
it needs to be dealt with, unfortunate though 
the timing is. 

It is not. difficult to summarize the finding of 
this seven-Senator Subcommittee on Internal 
Security, headed in the last Congress by Mr. 
Jenner. In essence it is that @ group of out- 
standing military commanders in the Korean 
war “believe” that “the United States was pre- 
vented from winning a military victory” because 
of “possible subversion, wishful thinking, Euro- 
pean orientation and Allied pressure.” 

Distinguished mili leaders are associated 
with this conclusion by the Jenner report.

These are the most seriays of , assertions. 
Wherever there is the least indication of valid- 
ity, they should be investigated further and to 
the fullest, If the course of the Korean war was 
influenced even to the slightest degree at any 
point by subversion, let it come out into the 
open. That would be bitter medicine but it 
would be far better than allowing the Jenner 
report to hang unsubstantiated in midair. 

On the other hand, if there is nothing to the 
Jenner report, that should appear as a true 
answer to it in the publie mind. 

Some basic facts nee@ to be remembered. 
The United States did bear the major portion of 
the load in Korea, but we bore it as a member 
of the U.N. Gens. MacArthur, Ridgway and 
Clark all were U.N. commanders. Their policy 
directives came from U.N. headquarters. Wash- 
ington had to consider, and properly so, the 
opinions of other members of the U.N. 

The U.N.’s primary responsibility was to see 
that the Communist aggressors were forced back 
over the thirty-eighth parallel, and this was 
accomplished. 

Inevitably there ‘were differences of opinion 
as to what te do. Gen. MacArthur sent his 
troops north to the Yalu on his declared convic- 
tion that the Chinese Communists would not 
enter the war. His guess proved wrong. The 
Red Chinese did come in and the war was 
greatly prolonged. 

Gen. MacArthur and the others who wanted 
to bomb north of the Yalu could have heen just 
as wrong in their assertions that taking the war 
out of Korea would not have caused it to spread 
into a general Asiatic war, with the United 
States maneuvered into the position of invader.

How easy it is for high-ranking officials to 
differ is shown by the appraisals of the situation 
in the Formosa area today. President Eisen- 
hewer regards our relation.to the Chinese civil 
war as of such transcepdent importance that he 
asks Congress to approve a resolution in effect 
authorizing him to engage in military action 
against the Chinese mainland if,he thinks neces- 
sary.

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Sure as the Sun Rises? 

Columbia University physicists have devel- 
oped a new atomic clock which they say is 
more accurate than the sun itself in measuring 
time. It seems that the earth does not rotate 
around the sun according to the most scientific 
standards of accuracy, because the rotation can 
vary one second every three years. If this 
astonishes people who thought a sunrise was 
a pretty good indication of a day ahead, at 
least it puts everybody in the same class. The 
man who couldn't even tell the time of day 
used to be thought a stupid fellow. Now that’s 
all of us. 
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The Profitable Passenger 


The railroads’ passenger deficit, climbing’ to 
the highest level in history, is a legitimate mat- 
ter for concern by all. A healthy railroad system 
is essential to the national prosperity in times of 
peace and to the nation’s defenses in times of 
war. That system cannot be healthy when pas- 
senger traffic is handled at a heavy loss. 

This is particularly true when the peak deficit 
of 70444 million dollars occurred.in the year 
(1953) when private and public transportation 
were the greatest in United States history. It 
is accentuated still more by a sudden abrupt 
drop in railroad freight earnings which began 
in September of that year. 

Several suggestions for the improvement of 
this distressing situation are offered by the Na- 
tional Association of Railroad and Utilities Com- 
missioners. Prompter action by regulatory bodies 
to permit suspension of unprofitable passenger 
services is one. Relaxation of restrictive operat- 
ing rules by the railroad brotherhoods is an- 
other. The Federal Government, says the associ- 
ation, should adopt more favorable policies re- 
specting the movement of mail and military 
personnel, 

These are phases of the problem which will 
bear study by agencies other than the railroads. 
Two suggestions by the association merit the 
studious attention of the railroads themselves. 
The first is that the cost-of railroad travel is too 
high, both for railroad tickets and for pullmans. 
The second, that numerous minor annoyances 
cost the railroad public good will out of all pro- 
portion to their importance. 

Some railroads are already offering fam’ 
rates, following the lead of the airlines. Would 
not special low rates for transportation at times 
when the fewest passengers are being carried— 
similar to the air lines’ “air coath” tickets—also 
be worth consideration? —

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| Tnslont of ‘Peril Points’ 

As it considers tariff revision, Congress 
should also consider two sharply differing ways 
of coping with the effects of increased imports 
on weak domestic industries. 

One way is that offered by the present Recip- 
rocal Trade Agreements law. The so-called peril 
point and escape clauses. added in the past to 
satisfy enemies of tariff reduction, permit do- 
mestic producers jo delay or defeat tariff cuts 
on a showing that hardship te them may result. 

The trouble with this method is that it often 
enables a small minority interest te block tariff 
changes which weuld benefit the country as a 
whole. Noting that only one significant trade 
agreement has been negotiated since the peril- 
point clause was plastered on the law, the Com- 
mittee for Economic Development has urged 
Congress to scrap this clause altogether, though 
President Eisenhower favors keeping it. 

An alternative method of facing the weak- 
industry problem is at hand, and it is probably 
a better. method, taken all around, than the 
peril-point clause. This is embodied ‘in @ bill 
introduced by Representative Herman P. Eber- 
harter, Pennsylvania Democrat. 

The Eberharter bill would provide several 
forms of relief for industries hurt by import 
competition resulting from reciprocal trade 
agreements. Unemployment compensation bene- 
fits would be ‘expanded, displaced workers re- 
trained or transported to areas of new employ- 
ment at Government expense, loans made to af- 
feeted firms to enable them to shift to other 
lines of production. . 

Obviously any such program would have to 
be carefully administered to make sure that its 
benefits went only to industries where genuine 
hardship has resulted from tariff adjustments. 
The aid would have to be strictly transitional 
and temporary. But, on principle, would it not 
be better to pay a temporary subsidy for adjust- 
ment to import competition than to continue the 
permanent subsidy of tariff protection? 

If the answer is in the affirmative, then Con- 
gress ought to consider supplanting the prin- 
ciple of the peril-point clause with that of the 
Eberharter bill. 
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For Action on. Statehood 

What useful purpose is to be served by the 
hearings on Alaskan and Hawalian statehood 
which a majority of the House Interior Com- 
mittee is insisting upon holding? If there is 
any one national issue upon which hearings 
have been held fully and even redundantly, this 
is surely it. A committee member would be 
hard put to think up a relevant question which 
is not already answered, re-answered and re-re- 
answered in testimony already at his disposal. 

Further hearings are therefore largely in the 
nature of procrastination. Why not skip the 
useless preliminaries and get down to business 
by reporting out a bill promptly? And while 
the committee is about it, does there still need 
to be question whether both territories should 
be included in one measure? Partisan consider- 
ations aside, justification for admittance of both 
territories to the Union is pretty mueh equal. 
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No Job for Shadow Government 

The overwhelming Democratic majority in the 
St. Louis Board of Aldermen has thrown up an- 
other roadblock in the path of action on a new 


_ City Charter. This time the Democrats have 
‘created a committee to “study” whether the 


present Charter can be amended satisfactorily 
or whether it should be rewritten entirely. The 
Legislation Committee, in fact, has scheduled 
hearings to see whether the outmoded Charter 
is outmoded. 

To their credit the’ Republican minority lined 
up solidly in opposition to this obvious legisla- 
tive stall. As Alderman Sidney R. Redmond of 
the Eighteenth Ward so accurately put it: “This 
is the greatest dodge I've seen since I've been a 
member of this board. Every alderman here 
knows the city needs a new Charter.” 

The Charter ig more than 40 years old, but 
there is much more wrong with it than its age. 
A substantial reorganization of local govern- 
ment is required to make it more efficient and 
therefore less expensive. This is a complicated 
business, and not at all susceptible to handling 
by amendment. 

But assuming it could be carried out by 
amendment, who would prepare the amend- 
ments? The Board of Aldermen? Let us hope 
not. The Democratic majority in this board 
seems to be so under control of the Democratic 
City Committee that any amendments it pre- 
pared would hardly be worth the paper .they 
were printed on. Too many members of the 
City Committee have too much at stake in the 
way of their personal jobs and organizational 
patronage for them to permit the kind of reor- 
ganization that St. Louis must have. 

Rather let the Charter be revised completely 
by a Board of Freeholders elected by the people, 
not amended: by a Board of Aldermen in which 
so’ many are beholden to the bosses of the city’s 
Shadew Government, the Democratic City 

Committee. 
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The Peacemakers 
The most difficult occupation in the world 
right now fs peace making, and if medals were 
awarded for it one should go to the Organiza- 
tion of American States. The OAS had its hand 
in settling the Costa Rican war. 
Costa Rica’s Government says 300 of the rebel 


_ soldiers have fled into Nicaragua for intern- 


ment. The OAS mission had found that the 
rebellion began from Nicaragua in the first 
place. The mission then imposed a buffer zone 
‘along the frontier to prevent the civil war from 
becoming a Nicaraguan-Costa Rican war. 

When the rebels were defeated, the buffer 
zone became a haven for their guerrilla warfare. 
So the OAS erased the buffer zone, Costa Rican 
troops moved into it and the war ended abruptly. 
_ Thus OAS made good use of the effective 
tool at its disposal. The tool is collective secur- 
ity, the opposite of unilateral intervention. Col- 
lective security marshalled public opinion in the 
hemisphere behind Costa Rica's democratic Gov- 
ernment, and marshalled arms as well, The 
United States joined and assisted in thig task 
but marched with the other American republics 
instead of at the front of the column.

The meticulously- kept records 
of Henry Shaw, thought te be 
the most extensive account in 
existence of a successful nine- 
teenth century business man’s 
career in the Midwest, have been 
returned to Missouri Botanical 
Garden by the Harvard school of 
business administration. 


Shaw’s papers, which fill three 
heavy wooden boxes, covér the 
period from the British-born 
philanthropist’s arrival up the 
Mississippi from New Orleans in 
1819 to his death here in 1889. 
They had been on loan to Har- 
vard since 1943, and arrived here 
Tuesday.

CHICAGO, Jan. 27 (AP)—Ed 
Burns, 64, Chicago Tribune 
sports writer, former national 
president of the Baseball Writ- 
ers Association of America, died 
in .

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OF COURSE IT IS PLAIN as the nose on a farmer's 
face that for almost every kind of farming and type of 
land, there's a point at which the farm can become too 
small for efficient operation or for employing the farmer 
and his family a sufficient number of days per year to 
pay a living return, There are also some very poor farmers 
living on farms that are too small. Both groups tend to 
eliminate themselves; and they ere about the only instances 
where a case can be made against “small” farming. At 
the same time we can cite cases where big farms, either 
corporate or individual, have made outstanding successes 
under our great enterprise system. These are oftenest in 
types of farming where bigness is logical; and all they 
prove ig that big farming, as well as small farming can 


; 


INTERESTING in these studies 

te have little or no influence—at 
least, on financial success on the farm. Among these are: 
of farm, number of farm magazines read, ancestral 
‘k, school training, amount of children’s help, experi- 
ence other than farming. On the other hand, “co-operation: 
of the farm wife” is listed ag extremely important, while 
rate of the children’s progress in school seems also 
directly related to the farmer's suecess. Inheriting a farm 
was found, in many cases, an actual handicap; although 
interest in rural life, basic agricultural knowledge and a 
liking for farm work were important. As might be ex- 
pected, managerial and business ability stand at. the very 
top of the list in all the surveys; although you might not 
expect to find physical capacity and unpaid family labor 
at the very bottom. One thing seems clear, at any rate. The 
problem is far less one of big vs. small farm, than of 
getting the right farmers established on the land.

Your Income Tax 
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Reporting Other Kinds of Income
